OUR ENGLISH LETTER. 

Inipcriat Federatiou. 
B4>«i;lier*s Visit to England. 

Frencli Railway Traveling Be- 
coming Dangerous. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

London, July 10. 

The Indian and Colonial visitora to this 
country cannot complain of thu rucoption 
accordtid to them. They have been j'el,'d 
and fuaatcd in London and olsowhere to 
■o uatonialiiiig an extent that a plain mut- 
ton chop and a potato or two for dinner 
should come as a positive relish to them 
after the monotony (if turtle and chom- 
psi(ne. The latctt sign of wolct mo given 
to them is thoir i lULirlaiinent by tl e 
Queen at Windsor Castle. They wero 
shown all the "lions" of this magniticent 
palace, and dined in the Waterloo cham- 
ber. On Saturday night a conference of 
tho Imperial Federation Loaguo closed 
its sittings in the Colonial and Indian ex- 
hibition. The coiiforonco waa intureat- 
ing, aa being tho hrat occasion in which 
Lord Koaebery appeared as chairman of 
the Federation League. In the course nf 
the noble lord's observations,

Whether 
agreeing or differing from hiin,)it was 
impossible not to recognize his enrneat- 
neu and sagacity. " Not unfreqiiently 
British stateemen when "they have retired 
from ofhce seek rOcri>nticjii in Hiu aban- 
donment of pnliticiil atl'iiir.H; but, 
to active natures, want of occu- 
pation, is not rest.

Forster belonged to thia olasa, and it ia 
not improbable that ho may yet bu known 
to" posterity by his coinuixinn with tho 
federation movement than by any of the 
nioasurea with which hia nanio is now 
identitiod.

Tlu) litarnud 
profegaor'a "K.xpanaion of England" ia a 
most instructive study. He very justly 
argues that the present connexion of Great 
Britain with tne'coloniaa must either 
grow aligbtcr iind alii;liior until il ia dis- 
uolvcd, or ul.iu lio alroni^tbiMied. Hot it 
oanuut bu Blr«ii„'llu,'iuul without liuing 
also modified, Thu difliculty in to mi - 
doratand exactly what shoulii be dune. A 
class of thinkers talk of the liritish ein- 
piru as overgrown, and assume that 
"States of msderate size such as Great 
Britain or Franco, are natural and healthy, 
while vast aggrogationii of torriiory 
are abnormal, munatroiia, anil therefore — 
when by uccidont they iijipoar — are cer- 
tain to be ephemeral.'' I'rofossor Seeley 
argues tliat, however true thia assumption 
may have been at one time, steam and 
idectricity have to day made vast aggre- 
gations of territory natural and coiiveni- 
oat. In ilhifltr:iti(in of this ho pniiila to 
Kuasia and tho United .Statea, It should 
not bo forgotten, howover, that in buili 
ot those countries the territory is con- 
tiguous. That fact gives them an ad- 
vantage which our eropirei scattered 
over nearly every quarter of the globo, 
does not enjoy. The Federal system was 
unknown in (ireal Britain or hor colon- 
ies until it waa introduced into British 
North ilinerica in 18U7.

Henry 
Ward Hoocher has come to England at 
rather a bad time, politics and olectioneor- 
ing 'cannot altogether overshadow the in- 
terest to be naturally felt in so conspic- 
uous a figure. 

MR. BRBCURR 

has not visited us ainco 1804, and hia re 

coplion at that period was not altogether 
of a kind calculated to breed in him a de- 
sire to coino a,/ain . lie has, howovor, 
allowed hygouoa If) be bygonea. Tho way 
ho waa met at the City Tt.mple 
in London all'orda a taste 
of what is to come. Dr. 
Parker and hia congregation greeted hint 
with the greateat of warmth; and else- 
where Mr. Ueecliur will no tioiil)l ho the 
recipient of similar ;;ratifying Iributea lo 
his worth. Particularly so when he 
begins to lecture, which, I believe, ho is 
going to do aa soon as the arrangements 
necessary for the purpose are' completed.

Mr. iSpurgeon had simply heard tho 
words quoted aa he walked along 
to hia temple, and thoy furnialiod him 
with the text of a moat eloiiiie:ii and 
impreaaive discourse upon tlie ain 
of cursing and swearing, ^not easily to 
be forgotten by those who li*stened to it.

The iiroceas, so claimed, iiccoiupiialu's the 
result obtained by niiUini,', sell liny, and 
grinding with cheinicala; the cheniicald in 
the proceaa being enabled to net inmie- 
diately upon tho diaintegrated siilpliides, 
instead of lusing their power, aa during 
the slow heating and grinding of tlie 
usual proceaa. Another iinpDriant point 
claimed is that the sdiines, which carry oil' 
twenty to tweiily-llvo per cent nf the pre- 
ciouH metals in tliu' usual prom'sa, ami 
which in tho Washoe procea.i, are run oH' 
and settled in vala to be worked .^teparate- 
ly at a loss of forty or fifty per cent., are 
by this procesi saved, as the clay is burnt 
in the heating of the ore and does not in- 
terfere with tho aniali;;*niatiiiii, or ludd 
the iiuickbilvor iu iK.vy^. /i.sKi/i , as it dnea 
when run. The process la very .Himi)le, 
and thu plant required of tritiiiig expense 
compared with what is reijuired by tho old 
methods, coating, according to the ligurea 
given for plant capable of working forty- 
eight tona of ore per day, about ^^2,1)00, 
and tho coal upon the mine in found 
when the coat ol iraiisportaliou ia added. 

A Cuhnid reporter witnessed the work- 
ing of the process upon aevoral lots of 
very refractory ore yesterday afternoon, 
and thu resulta were most satisfactory. 
In each case a button was obtained weigh- 
ing up to nearly the aaaay value of the 
ore, and ore from the Nicola mines 
allowed a uiost gratifying result. Mr. 
Robertson claima that when worked on a. 
large scale a more uniform and complete 
result is had than when worked in a small 
way, aa ia necp«aarily done with hia 
present a[)paratua. Mr. Robertaon ia 
backed up in hia claima by teati- 
moniala from a considerable num- 
ber of well-known mining men and 
companies who are working ores in quan- 
tity by hia process, and it is a question 
whether those having refractory oroa 
should not thoroughly teat tho matter 
and avoid needless expense. I'rofeasor 
Henry A. Jlott baa made a voluminous 
report on the Ilobertaou proceaa and aums 
up aa follows: F'ud. Th-a gradual heat- 
ing of the ore to a uherry-rad heat, to 
expel Bttlphiir,' arsenic, antimony, etc. 
Second. The plunging of the redhot ore 
in a cold bath of chemicals to completely 
rot or disintegrate tho ore. Third. Tho 
wet amalgamation with mercury. 

The simplicity of tha proceaa and tho 
great aa'ving of labor, as also the choap- 
neas with which it can be worked, must 
certainly rteomraend it to the thinking 
public. Mr. Robertson ia a typical min - 
er, which is to say that ho ia a gonial 
gentleman, A peculiar, indeed one 
might say, a unique feature about Mr. 
Robertson is, that though he lias been 
mining all his life, and he is now no lung- 
er young in years, he has never known 
thu use of alcohulio stimulants, and ii 
thoroughly unacquainted with tobacco in 
any form. He roinaina at the Windsor 
Hotel a day or two, and will be glad to 
show thoBB interested the practical work- 
ing of the Ilobortaon process.

ToHONTO, July 24.— The Mail this 
morning 8a;«: By this time Sir John 
Macdooftld is at Port Moody, wliors a 
warm welcome awaits hiiu. Tlie oabla 
this morning brings news wliich if known

British Columbia and Chiua; aud, though 
he was afterwards defeated and unable to 
carry out the arrangement ha was so satisfi- 
ed ot the probability that he left a minute of 
council bcbiiKl him for (iladslono, stating 
lhat he would have carried it out if he had 
remained in oll'u'e, and urging the same 
course u]ion his successor. Lord Salisbury, 
ia now in power again (Cheers), aud 
though bis successor did not take it up I 
will not, for that, imiuite anything to bim 
because hs had a troublous time; — hia gov- 
ernment did not last long and ia now uo 
more, (lleuewed Cheers). Lord Salisbury 
being again iu power there ia uo doubt he 
will carry out his originally expressed 
intention; and I see in despatches to 
Montreal that he has already expressed 
his desire to carry out that arrangement. 
.■\inoiig the advantages to the whole of 
the Dominion, and especially to British 
Columbia, from the imperial and military 
point of view, it will add considerable 
force to Her Majesty's navy at very little 
expense. The project is this: At first to 
establish a fortnightly line of steamers — 
afterwards a weekly— between British 
Columbia and Hongkong. The vessels 
will bo made on the must modern pattern, 
and so built that iu case oi war they can 
be converted into men-of-war and carry 
guns or act as transports for munitions 
and troops. The C madiau Pacific Rail- 
way Cmnpany liavd oli'ered Her Ma- 
jesty's g"ovornin«nt to carry these 
at the lowest possible rate, and, in 
fact, have stated that tliey would leave 
it to that government to settle thSt rate. 
So that in eighteen months' time you may 
expect to see arriving at your port steam 
urs of the irreatesl magnitude, apeedy, ai.d 
with the largest amount of accomodation 
consistent wilb that speed. The Domin- 
ion government have not been idle at the 
other end. The contract between the 
Allan line of steamers and the Canadian 
government la about to come to an end 
and will not be renewed, in order to call 
for a line of st camera of more modern 
build and greater speed. We expect to 
receive theae teiidera this summer, and so 
in the course of another season we will 
have building two liiiea of steamers, on the 
Atlantic and on the Pacific. In ndditiou 
to these arrangeinenta, for which I think 
we ought to claim some credit at your 
hand.s and thoao of the peo[)le of Canada, 
we are endeavouring to extsnd the trude 
of Canada to Australia and the island*. 
At th'ls moment .Sir Charles Tupper, (air 
High Coiiimi.'isioner, is in conference with 
tne agenta j.'eiieral and slateamou actingfor 
.•\ualralia, for the purpooe of laying down 
a cable belween .Australia and Now 
Weslniiiibter or somewhere on ths coast 
of British Columbia. That will be the 
harbinger and beginning of a trade be 
tween our sister colonies and tli.e Domin- 
ion of Canada. Mr. Van Home, the 
vic()-|)reHidenl and active inaiiagur of tho 
tj.iimdiaii Pacific, told me not long ag" 
liu had e.\ainiiied the bills i>f lading of 
V(!fisela trading belween .San Francisco 
fnaV ' liil'l>'''''.h("',"' 'i'i't he had discovered 
slii|)ped from S''.fl.'»-.""l'nciaco could ho 
fibi|)ped as easily from Canada as from 
California. [Cheers ] Now, wo all know 
lhat as a general rule trade follows the llag 
and there aro uo portiona morefattached to 
the empire than the Australasian colon- 
ies;. they will welcome connection with 
the aidter cidonioa, and I trust that befora 
long we will have a cable between them 
and Briliali Ooluni )ia. [Cheers, ] Wlulo 
1 feel, Mr. Mayor and gentlemen, that 
your remarks in tlis kindly address are 
justified by what ye have doue, and that 
I must accept as atestimonial of your ap 
probation of tlu course taken by tho 
Canadian govori<nent, my feeling ia 
that vio have ; right to claim your 
approbation, notanly for the work itself, 
but for the effortj-auocessfiil eli'urt— that 
we made to fight the most active and 
malignant oppoation to it. [Cheora ] 
From the time thit the arraiigunient for 
tho union betweei I'.ritiah Columbia and 
the rest of the Deninion was entered in- 
to, until now, thu portion (jf the arrange- 
ment providing ic a railway connecting 
British Oi^lumbialirith the Oanadian sys- 
tem has been oppiied most bitterly by 
those opposed ti mygelf. Every effort 
w;is made to dfeat the scheme — to 
frighten capitnl-and you know how 
easily capital is fij^ditenod — from invest- 
ing in this enterriso. Again aud again 
we tried to intent men of wealth in the 
construction of le road, and again and 
again people wll' had almost agreed to 
undertake it woi intiniidaled. But I, 
and IhoHu who ited with me, had faith 
ill the Hchenie, iid we had peraeveranco 
enough to ullimlely crush all opposition. 
Ill (ho first pla( we were told that it 
would lake all t» resouiuos of the British 



one. Thoy offered, and we acco|jted their 
offer of an agreement to repay the balance 
of the loan in land at the price of jil 50 
per acre. The opposition were obliged 
to admit that we wore making a good bar- 
gain, because in the opposition to tho 
acheiue they had spoken of the lands 
granted to the railway as being worth 
i3.(K) per acre. And so it is now, we 
have been paid the whole of the dobt and 
have accepted suQicieiit Imd at $;I..')0 per 
acre to the amount of §10,000,000, and 
the result will be that we will make a pro- 
fit out of the transaction, receiving every- 
thing in full for what we had lent [cheers]. 
But uuough of this. I have had the 
pleasure of traVelling over tho lino from 
Montreal to Port Mo«dy, and betwe-ju 
Ottawa and Montreal I have gone over it 
several times, and there cannot be a bet- 
ter line than the line which we travelled. 
Wo found it s splendid roud, and aa far as 
I have boou able to find out the standard 
is higher than that of railways in the 
United States. See what a great advantage 
we have juch a road. From end to ond 
it goea through a salubrious country. 
There are no malignant diseaaoa, no mias- 
mas, no epidemics, summer and winter it 
can be travelled alike. I am sure that on 
railways lying to the nortli of tho great 
anow belt there ia less anow and (djstruc- 
tion from end to end than on any railway 
lying to the south of it. It passes through 
a salubrious climate and over a large ex- 
tent of fertile country, aud a greater 
wheat growing area than any railway in 
the United States. There cannot be any 
bettor witness to that fact than the .Am- 
erican consul living at Winnipeg, 
who has again and again repeat- 
ed, aa Mr. Seward haa agreed, 
that the great wheat growing country of 
the future laid in Canada. The line 
then, being of such service, we may lo(>k 
forward to a development of the country 
from end to end which will exceed the 
sanguine oxpoctalious even of myself, 
and I have always been sanguine of its 
future. [Cheers ] The military au- 
thorities have come to the conclusion that 
thia is the only safe route in case of a 
war with Russia, for the defence of 
India, or of an attack upon Australia. 
England invested a large sum in the Sue/, 
canal to defend India. Liter events liave 
shown that the canal can be blocked at 
any time by a friendly vessel sinking in 
it; and this has called the attention of 
the British government to the groat and 
overwhelming advantage of having a 
military route across our country. See 
what thia ofTers to British Ccdumbia ! 
Here will be a basis of operations, incase 
of necessity, whether that may be the 
transport of troops to Vladivostock 
or to the rescue of Australia 
or India, and here will t>e 
a basis of operations from a peouniaiy 
lioint of view, iu coiisidorutiou of the ,r.-v- 
penditure which must arise in such a case, 
and the conseipioul advantage to liritish 
(Columbia, (Cheers), and esi)e('ially to the 
ai^yautg^^f Vaucouvei island, and ]ier- 

■Westmiuster. Now,' .Mr. .Mayor and gentle- 
men, while I am hole 1 may sav, lib "prime 
miuiator of Canada, that l" claim fm our 
government the coiiliileniie and su|)jHn t of 
the people of liritish IJolumbia ^the con- 
fidence and support of the i)eo|jle of Vic- 
toria. (Loud cheors). I say it, and I 
challenge eoiilradietioii, that everything 
that bus been done for the development of 
tho Dominion of (;auada aa a whole, and 
the development of the different proviners 
composing it, that such development 
haa been initiated by the various govern- 
ments of which I have been a member. 
The confederation of tho four provinces 
in 1807, and the addition of several pro- 
vinces siiico, wore carried.out by the same 
government Tho great Northwest wna 
purchased from the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany and the arrangement for a union, 
which now I hope you think satiafact.iry, 
were carried out by tlio government of 
which I was a member. [Cheers ] The 
contract to build the railway has been 
carried out and tho fact that it was not 
completed within tlie time, stipulated in 
th9 origibal oontratit waa no fault of the 
govarnment of which I was a mombor. 
We fell in the caune in 1873, 
and wheu wo returned to power 
iu 1878 our first act was to resume tho 
negotiations which fell with us in 1873. 
The contract for a loan for the graving 
duck was converted to a gift by the gov- 
ernmen't of which 1 waa a member; and 
BO with the other provinces of the D un 
inion, wherever 1 go I can moke the 
same atatemeiit and can challongo contra- 
diction with tho aaine certainty. In the 
future, as in tho past, wo trill try to the 
best of our ability to carry out the sann. 
apirit of enterprise. I don't know whetlter 



there is any gentleman iu this meeting 
who is opposed to tho liberal-conservative 
policy. If there be I would like him to 
get lip and show what act passed by. tho 
government which held otfioe from 
1873 to 1878 that was of any advantage to 
man, woman or child. [Laughter and 
cheers.] I pause for a reply . [Laughter.] 
Can afiyman point outsuch during tho five 
years when wo were' in opposition to tho 
reform party, which, as Mr. Blake him- 
self aaid, had nothing to reform') [Laugh- 
ter, and a voice — "S'i'hat about Edgar's 
bairn ?] Edgar ia a poet; he dwells in 
poetry; hia imagination is very great and 
his promises and performance are imagin- 
ative and imaginary.'" [Laughter.] His 
balm was certainly riot balm of British 
Columbia. When going across the con- 
tinent 1 waa of course enijuiring as to the 
trade which has been generated — for the 
population is naturally very sparse. 
But when we began to enquira wo 
fouud that already there is a profitable 
business between Ontario aud Que- 
bec, aud it is wonderful how readily 
it has developed in the west. You 
are going to have a foreign trade, aud the 
local trade will rapidly increase, there will 
be an interchange of commodities and that 
within a very short period. 1 am told that 
the v. heat in the uorthwebt can go by tho 
railway to British t,'olumbia, aud can be 
sent ronud the ('ape at a lower rate than it 
can be carried east. The wheat from cer- 
tain eastern portions will probably go from 
Slontreal. but the western ])ortion will be 
[irolialily taken across this way and go 
round the Horn. Then the mngiiificeut 
tiiulier that I saw coming 
through will be au^ immediate acqui- 
sition to the settlers. From fieg^na, perhaps 
even to Winnipeg the beautiful timber of 
British ('oliiuibia wiil be eagerly sought 
for and carried to markets by tho Cana- 
dian Pacific. I'erhaii.i in the vicinity of 
Lake Superior it will meet with success- 
ful competition, but in the large qnautity 
of timber going eastward you can sae at 
once an important and profitable inter- 
courae between the province of Manitoba 
and the North west and your magnificent 
province [cheors] .Among other matteis 
thai have interested the Canadian govorn- 
ia an attempt to get reciprocity with the i 
I nited States [cheer."], but our efl'orts 
have not hitherto been vary successful, j 
We entered into an arrangement last sum- 1 
mer with the American government un- | 
der which ihere wtmid bo a couimiasion 
issneil to take up the ipieation not only of 
the fisheries, but all matters similarly af- , 
foctiiig the two countries. I believe tl e i 
president and members of his cabinet were \ 
very anxious to cirry it i u-., but in con- ', 
sequence of certain polilicil matters wiiich 
we have no right, i)erhap8, have no right j 
to discuss, the measure was rejected by • 
the aeiiate. However, wo will not go | 
down on mir knees to ask for reciprocity j 
[cheers]. \\'e have always shown ourde'j 
aire for reciprocity, but we aro i 
rich ouough and can generate enough trade 
to do without it. Still we will not relax 
OUT efforts consistent with our dignity, and ! 
are sauguiue to believe that ere long we | 
shall witness many mutual concessions in 
this direction. By the 'W^asbiugtou treaty 
of 1871 tho sea fish caught iu our waters | 
were allowed to outer American ports free 
of duly, and we allowed them the same pri- 
vilege. At that time 13. C. was not a por- 
tion of tho Dominion of Canada. I endeav- 
ored, as tho union was very ueorly complet- 
ed, to get 13. C. fish included iu that arrauge- 
meut, but was unsuccessful. In new ar- 
rangements we will remember that the. fish- 
eriep of B. 0. must be considered, 
and that they are entitled to the same 
advantages if there arise any. I do ni t 
expect that other prtiduets can be intro- 
duced into .Ami:ricaii markets by pressure 
from tho Duminiun govaruaient — the 
.-Vmericaiia aro guided as they ought to be 
by their own interests, — but in the article 
of lumber it ia necessary for the United 
States to get it chenper than it does. 
Then, American capitalists are investing 
largely in mining luteresto, iu timber, and 
in coal. It should be our duty to presa 
on these articles in the first place for 
large reciprocity — treaty aa liberal as that 
of '51, and if we cannot get that, to press 
for what I have mentioned in the very 
good hope that we will succeed in most 
if not in all. During my journey across 
the continent I was particularly struck 
with the grandeur of the scenery 
we passed through. In look 
iiig at the imniediate elL-ct of tl e 
railway on this part of B-itiah Columbia, 
I cannot but tliink that Victoria must le 
greatly the gainer. The grandeur and 
sublimity of tho acenery is unsurpassed 
in tho world, the climate is justly cele- 
brated and not far from here mineral wa- 
ters are found. All these go to show that 
there will be a rush of those seeking res- 
toration to health in your charming cli- 
mate. I say the railway must bring to 
this city and liritish Columbia great and 
pecuniary advantages, and I hope and 
iiolieve that you will l,ie able to lake ad- 
vantage of theae. [Cheers.] It may be 
some time before I am here again, but if 
possible it will be a great pleasure to 
drag myself away from the internal grind 
of work, and receive rest in my old con- 
stituency. [(Jheors.J Lot luo thank you 
Mr. Mayor tor your kindly remarks in 
introducing me, and let mo thank tho cor- 
poration and alau thia audience for the 
reception given to Lady Macdonald. She 
ia a greater Britiah Columbian than I am 
if that is possible. | Laughter and cheers.] 
She is an eiithusiaslic admirer of your 
scenery, and you may fancy that thia is 
so when I say that for six hundred milua 
she rjde on the cow-c tcher [laughter] 
in order not tu lose a fuiigle 
baauty alottg.Uva UlX^Lour ionrnev^ It 
was a matter of some considerable danger, 
and I was not prepared for h( r to loae her 
life, but with a woman's pertinacity she 
clung to the cow-catcher without any in- 
jury to herself, and only met with one ac- 
cident -she killed a pig. And now I 
must thuiik you again fiu- your kind re- 
cepti n of Lady Miicdoimld and myself. 
We may c(Mno back a<;ain ; we will if we 
can. A great many Canadians of older 
Caii.ada are coming this way, being taken 
up with the Yankee desire to go' west- 
ward. It has been aaid that no Yankee 
would wi h to remain in Heaven if he 
heard of a place further weat [laughter] . 
Canadians cannot conio further 
west than hero, and 1 huvo 
no doubt you will treat them well. I have 
met many since I have been hero— some 
who voted for mo years ago, and they 
have all s lid with one voice that no con- 
sideration woold induce them to go back 
again. [ L mglitiM-.] 1 do „„t think I 
am so old a man that my toriii of aorvico 
haa yet expired, and I am going back to 
Ottawa lo roHiinie my duties; but I must 
hurry back lost my wife should desiro to 
stop here altngtithur; and, of course, if 
she stops I must too, and thou, aa I told 
my friends, if I stay wliat will bicome of

— The cereiuonies 
and festivities connected with Cardin- 
al Taschereau's installation oponed this 
afternoon. Orowda of strangers have 
been pout ing in since (porning by every 
boat and train, and a still larger influx 
13 exiiecled to mon-ow morning. FlagH 
are Hying in overy diicotion, imd some 
sixteen magnilicent triuniplial arches 
have been erected on the route of to- 
morrow'd procession. Tlie basilica has 
also been lavishly decoraleil for tiie in- 
Btallation ceremonies, and very exten- 
sive public and private preparations 
have been miulc for Lbe illumination 
and fireworks to-uiorrow night. 

At 1 o'clock this afternoon the cnv 
uionieb opened with the" swearing in of 
the new Oardinal, in the private chapel 
of his palace, in the jireaont'o of the 
Papnl Ablegate ami fiarde Noble, the 
ArchbiBhop.M of 'I'oronto, Montreal, 
Halifax, Ottawa, St. Boniface, Oliar- 
lottetowu, St. .lohn, N. B., St. l.oiii.H, 
Mo., and New tli'leans, the coadjutor 
Bishop of Toronto, and the lii.shopH of 
St. Hyacinthe, Sherbrookc, Chicautimi, 
Rimouski, Nicolet, Ariohat, Kingaton, 
London, Pontiac, Hamilton, Chatham 
and St. Albert, N. W. T., besides a 
large number of inferior clergy. 

Standing in front of the altar and 
having the Papal Ablegate on his 
right, and Archbishop Lynch on hit; 
left. His Eminence, with his right 
hand on the C!oh|H'1s, read Liie formula 
of the prescribed oaths in liio case of 
all Princes of the Ohurch, afterward.s 
subscribing it, and handing it to the 
Ablegate, who will take it back with 
him to Rome. This ceremony was very 
solemn and impressive. 

To-night the festivities in His Hmi- 
nence's honor was inaugurated by a 
gigantic concert in the skating rink, 
which was attendedby at least 5,000 
people in full dress, the immense build- 
ing being crowdeJ, while at least three 
times the number crowded its sur- 
roundings and alniost blocked its ap- 
proaches from St. liouis street and the 
CIrandeAlle. At 8 o'clock His Emin- 
ence, accompanied by the ]'ai)al Able- 
gate, and the Garde Noble, Vicar Gen- 
eral Legare, Archbisho[i Lynch and the 
other visiting prelates and clergy and 
escorted by a guard of honor, composed 
of the Quebec contingent of the 
Papal Zouaves, drove to the 
rink in open carriages, each drawn by 
two horses and was greeted all along 
the way with ths cheers and respect- 
ful salutes of the assembled thousands 
On the entrance of the distinguished 
party into the rink the immense audi- 
'•nce ro.se to receive them, and a bat- 
tery of artillery ;i*.:it.ioned outside (ired 
a salute. 

The programme of the con.o t wna 
magnificently executed by the choral 
societies and bands of the city assisted 
by Miss Alta Pease, Miss E. Tessier, 
Hignor Liberali, and John Pnime. 
The Anvil Chorus and the National 
Anthem at the close with the accom- 
paniment of bauds and the firing by 
electricity of the gnna of R. Battery 
and Quebec Field Battery were very 
effective. The interval between the Orst 
and second jiarls of the musical pro- 
gramme, Judge llouthier delivered an 
eloquent address, relating to the his- 
tory of the church in Canada, and 
eulogizing the new Cardinal. 

The absence of Bishop Lafleche, of 
Three Rivers, from the cardinalistic 
celebration so far is being very gener- 
ally noted. 

The Pope's Humor. 



The present pope is a gentleman 
with a keen sense of humor. Accredit- 
ed to the papal court is a functionary 
who represents the iioiitical interests 
of four Central American republics, 
and who is also bedizened with the 
stars of almost evorj oi'dev created by 
the pontiiicatc. Not long ago a fresh 
negotiation was concluded satisfactory 
to the'mother church, and the custom 
of giving a uew distinction recpiircd to 
be kf-pt up, but how to do it ixrpjexed 
thepa|)al chamberlain.
